Rabbit and Other Cycles 


At a recent meeting cf the 
Science Association of the Uni- 
versity of Alberter, Dr. Rowan 
opened the discussion at the 
mecting by giving an account 
of the observed cycles in the 
relative numbers of rabbits and 
mice to be found in the country.

THE TEMPORARY SEED GRAIN 
ADVANCES ACT, 1931 


R.M. Mantario No. 262 


BY-LAW No. 54 
A Bylaw Relating to Seed Grain Loans, 


Under the authority of the Temporary 
Seed Grain Advances Act 1031, the 
Council of the Rural Municipality of 
Muntario No, 262, enacts as follows: 


1, The Municipality may for the 
Spring Sveding Season of 1931, udvance 
seed grain on credit to resident farmers 
of the municipality who, owing to bad 
cfops or other adverse conditions, are 
unable to procure same, and the Council

2. Yhat purchase price of all seed 
grain advanced hereunder shall be se- 
cured by promissory notes due on de- 
mand and by registered seed grain leins 
iu favor of the Municipality upon all 
¢rops grown from seed grain so advanced 
and by the registration of caveats as 
provided in the euid act.

Trying to ferret out the reason why France, of all the major nations, | 
has no unemployment, but rather is importing 3,000,000 aliens to work in| 


her fields, mines and factories, Freeman Tilden writes in the World’s Work 
on “Why France is the Top-Dog.” 

All the chimneys of French factories are smoking, Portuguese workers 
have been imported in droves to supply the shortage of labor. Italians armed 
with picks and shovels follow Napoleon's trail over the Alps, in reverse 
order. Three hundred thousand Poles were given jobs last year. There are 
no doles, no Communists, no bread lines. 

The findings run something as follows: Frenchmen are born marketers. 
They waste nothing. They know how to stretch French paper to make the 
two ends meet. Nothing is wasted. 

Nor does this mean they have poor food. 
the world. They do not dress shabbily. They dress the world. 
dress themselves first. 

They buy for cash. 
know what call money is. 
salesmen are an American institution. 
heavy mortgages around. Every large business concern has its economat, 
Employees get good meals at cost. The economats purchase at wholesale 
prices. Railway employees even get their coal and household supplies for a 
third what others pay outside of the economat. Companies do not exploit 
or commercialize their help. 

The Frenchman hardly knows what a robot is. Almost everything is 
hand made. A country that is many times smaller than any one of our 
Western Provinces supports its millions by managing its individual affairs 

Thus the under-dog has become top-dog. 
Is there not in the French situation as thus disclosed a suggestion of 
value worthy of the thoughtful consideration of the producers and workers 
of other countries ? 

Here in America, in Canada as well as in the United States, every 
encouragement, indeed the most striking inducements, are held out to people 
in all walks of life to buy on the instalment plan, rather than for cash, The

People are urged to buy 
not only necessities but luguries on the credit plan, with payments spread 
over a term of months, or even years.

Complaints are fairly general that the banks will not extend credit at 
the present time. Possibly, however, the mistake by the banks in the past 
is that they extended too much credit too easily, coupled with the further 
mistake that they demand too high a rate of interest and thus make it next 
to impossible for the borrower to ever get out of debt once he is landed in 
that position. Many a man, both city residents and farmers, have told the 


writer that having got into debt to the banks or mortgage companies they | 


had a long uphill struggle to get out. They found ‘themselves working for 
these financial corporations to meet interest charges rather than for them- 
selves. They vowed that once they got out of debt, they would never get in 
again, but rather would do without things until they could pay for them 
outright, tighten their belt if necessary, and carry on in the meantime. 

It is the man who is carrying a load of debt, paying heavy interest 
charges annually, possibly on no-revenue producing expenditures made in 
the past, who finds himself in real difficulty in times of business depression. 
Any little cash he can get must be paid out again to keep himself solvent 
instead of being available to carry him along until the tide turns again. But 
the man who has followed the policy of “pay as you go,” who is free of 
debt, is the man who can most easily weather the storm. Such a man can 
“carry on,”’ but the man already heavily in débt finds himself in the predica- 
ment of going in still deeper, and the final result is, all too frequently, that 
he finds himself in an impossible position, so deep in fact that he can never 
get out. 

Is the French way not the better way? Does it not make for greater 
contentment, a more consistent measure of good times, a more enjoyable, 
happier existence?

The fine seeds of grasses and 
legumes require a firm soil that is 
fine in tilth, and moist. They are very 
small in size and if seeded too deeply 
will produce plants which either lack 
in vigour when they emerge above 
the ground or are completely smoth- 
ered, The soil should be firm so that 
the seed will not be buried too deeply 
and so that moisture will be near the 
surface to facilitate the germination 
of the small seeds before the nurse 
crop becomes sufficiently well estab- 
lished to smother the small seedlings.

ing as possible, so that they will get 
the benefit of official grading.

“As his strength was failing, he 
besought his sons to kill him, They 
to me and mentioned this,” Mr. 
Jibson continuous, “T, of course, 
forbade this and took measures to see 
they did not carry out his wishes.”

Seven days later, one of Kabala’s 
sons, Mounga, reported the old 
man had died. Examining the 
body, Mr. Gibson found no traces 


of strangulation or other foul 
play, although it was rumored 
KXabala’s family had killed their 
father in this fashion.

“When the natives heard of the 
death they expected that his sons had 
murdered him by sivangling, which 
is a native custom.”

On the other hand we have recently 
learned that the opposite process is 
actively going on; that is, that some 
mammals are now extending their 
ranges. In the northeastern United 
States cottontail rabbits are moving 
northward and eastward; coyotes, in 
spite of organized campaigns for their 
extermination, are spreading toward 
the north in Canada and Alaska, and 
possibly toward the east in the Unit- 
ed States; even the slow armadillo 
has pushed the limits of his territory 
northward across the State of Texas 
during the memory of men now liv- 
ing. All of this shows that the spe- 
cies of mammals, like the lands on 
which they live, are never still. Life 
moves about on the surface of the 
earth in just the same way that this 
surface is continually moving—being 
raised, worn down, wetted, dried, cov- 
ered, denuded, heated, cooled. The 
geograpbical distribution of mammals 
today is the result of a long series of 
wanderings.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


Hon. Maurice Dupre, solicitor-gen- 
eral for Canada, has been made a Do- 
minion King’s Counsel, according to 
the Canada Gazette. 


The Pacific Great Eastern Railway 
in 1930 absorbed a loss of more than 
$81,000 in its operating revenues, ac- 
cording to a report presented to the 
British Columbia legislature by 
Premier S. F. Tolmie. 

Notice of a resolution calling upon 
the government to bring in the eight 
hour day throughout Canad has 
been placed on the order paper of 
the House of Commons by Hon. Peter 
Heenan, former Minister of Labor. 


Charles Viney Helliwell, soldier un- 
der General Wolseley in the first Red 
River expedition in 1870, is dead, 
aged 84 years. The veteran soldier 
also participated in the Fenian Raids 
in 1871. 

The Old Clover Point Rifle Range, 
a three-quarter mile strip of natural 
sea frontage, has been leased to the 
city of Victoria for park purposes by 
the federal d@partment of national 
defence. 

Less economy and more spending 
were suggested by Rt.

Almost every town and 
village has its sports ground, and 
there need be no difficulty to fit the 
game of soccer so as not to clash with 
any other sports and games enjoyed 
in the district. 

A special appeal through the sport- 
ing columns of the Press and by cir- 
culars should be made to all princi- 
pals and assistant masters to foster 
the game of soccer in the interest of 
amateur sport emphasizing the team 
| work required to attain efficiency and 
| the resultant benefit to the school 
‘team and individuals, physically and 
morally. 

In towns and village scnools there 
may be a sufficient enrolment of boys 
to make up two or more teams, 
These in turn could organize with 
two or more neighboring schools to 
form a school league: (a) a midget 
league for grades up to 7, and (b) a 
junior league for all grades over 7, 
including high school pupils. It would 
be a great mistake to lay down too 
hard and fast rules in the initial 
stages of the organization as every 
district league would have to solve its 
own problems, and in the event of any 
out of town, rural schools desiring 
|to join, a competition would need to 
| be so elastic as to permit of two or 
| more rural schools entering as a com- 
posite school team. This qualifica- 
tion is necessary to take care of in-| 
stances where the register of boys of 
playing age is below the required 
number. This is commonly the case. 

Challenge shields can be purchased | 
for the moderate sum of $25.00 or 
less at well known houses, and medals 
suitably engraved for presentation to 
the members of winning teams can be 
purchased for a trifling figure. Such | 
would be a great incentive to the} 
boys, and the trophy a source of pride | 
to the school entering the successful 
team. In a competition of this nature, 
even in these difficult times, it should 
not be hard to raise the small amount 
locally to purchase the local trophy. 

If the local leagues programme as 
outlined can be developed it would be- 
come advisable, later, to create a unit | 
of large size, so as to arrange™the 
province into conveniently sized areas 
with the end in view of staging a 
provincial-wide “knock-out” cup com- 
petition. It is here suggested the 
school inspectorate areas be the 
basis of these units. It may be stat: | 
ed here that it would be hard to find | 
a keener body of sportsmen, in the | 
best sense of the word, than our 
school inspector, and a special effort 
should be made to enlist their active 
service in developing amateur sport 
along these lines, If this can be 
brought about it should be possible 
to arrange for the semi-finals and
